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The Department of State refers the Embassy of the Republic of 
Hungary to the Air Transport Agreement between the United States of 
America and the Republic of Hungary, which was signed at Budapest on 
July 12, 1989 ("the Agreement") and to the Embassy's note No. 71/2005, 
dated July 12, 2005, which proposes, on behalf of the Republic of Hungary, 
to extend the Annex to the Agreement for an additional year, until July 12, 
2006. 

On behalf of the^United States of America, the Department of 
State accepts the Embassy's proposal and affirms that the Embassy's note 
and this note in reply constitute an agreement between the United States of 
America and the Republic of Hungary to extend the Annex to the Agreement 
which enters into force on the date of this note, with effect from July 12, 
2005.
